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Dream of Trems-Canada 


Travel On Hard 


Surfaced Highway Will Soon Be Reality 


‘ine motorist’s dream of a first ciass, black-topped road 
from coast to codst is approaching fulfilment as a result of 
the government’s Trans-Canada highway program. 


Piloted by Resources Minister 
Robert Winters, the plan calls. for 
completion of a — cross-country 
route by the end of 1956, and there 
is reason to believe the target 
date will be reached on schedule 
in most parts of the nation. 

More than $100,000,900 has been 
committed to construction of the 
road to date. Half of this moncy 
has been advanced by the federal 
government and the remainder by 
the participating provinces. 

When completed, the road will 
meet the best of modern highway 
Standards. With 24 feet of pave- 
ment and 10-feet safety shoulders 
on either side, it will be consider- 
ably wider than most roads built 
in Canada before the war. Though 
some variations in this standard— 
22-foot . pavement along certain 
sections—-are being permitted, en- 
eineers are confident it will be as 
good a highway as the most critical 


motorist could demand. 
Mr. Winters, himse!? an engi- 
neer, believes most participating 


provinces will completé their share 
of the work by the target date, 
and that traffic will be flowing 
over long portions of the road well 
before the end of 1956. 

“There is no reason to believe,” 
he told Parliament recently, “that 
there any province that could 
not finish in the time allowed . . . 


is 


They still have four more con- 
struction years to go and good 
progress is being made.” 


This year, the federal and pro- 
vincial governments expect to 
spend more than $54,000,000 on the 


route, the largest dmount appro- 
priated in any single construction 
year since the seven-year agree- 
ments were signed in December, 
1949, 

How (ast is work progressing? 


Measured in miles, the construc- 
tion record to date sounds less imi- 
pressive than it really i:. Most 
provinces, with encouragement 
from federal engineers, have bec n 
tackling the toughest sections of 
the road first. Ontario. for ‘ex- 
ample, has spent $38,500,000 te 
date, end most of this has been 
on heavy work through the country 


north of Lake Superior. British 
* Columbia is workink on one of 
the most spectacular and costly 
seclions through Hell’s Gate Can- . 
yon. 


Engineers say it is virtually im- 


possible to measure the mileage 
completed to date. Few sections 
have been finished in the final 
sense, and even those which ar 
paved require. further work on 
bridges, shoulders, ete. A consider- 
able part of the money spent so 
far has gone toward the costly 
job of Clearing a right-of-w ty 
throngh rock, muskeg and rolling 
terrain 


It’s hoped here that removal of 
steel controls and a general easine 
of pressure WHI specd 
construction work in the next few 
years, The heavy demand tor 
labour, materials and engineering 
personnel in other fields has cu’ 
heavily into the programme sinc 
1949, but engineers think the fac 
the highway is as far ahead as i 
is in the face of these other elaims 
is evidence of the importance at- 
tached to it by participating pro 
vinces. They see this year’s re 


defence 


cord outlay as a further indication 
that the provinces are determined 
to complete the road. _ 

When the Trans-Canada highway 
is completed, it will be one of the 
great scenic routes of North 
America, rivalling any other road 
on earth for mileage of consistent- 
ly high standard and tourist at- 
traction. It will be one of the 
largest engineering enterprises 
ever undertaken in Canada, char- 
acteristic of the pioneering spirit 
which drove railroad steel througa 
the same rugged country in the 
19th century. 


Speaks At Radway 


“The real issue of this election 
campaign is whether the people of 
Canada want the Rt. Hon, Louis 
St. Luurent for their prime min- 
ister, or whether they want George 
Drew”, said the Hon. Stuart Gar- 
son, Minister of Justice in the. fed- 
eral cabinet, when he addressed 
a meeting at Radway on June 5th. 

Mr. Garson spoke to a crowd of 
over 250 people from all over the 
Vegreville constituency. He out- 
lined the activities of the Liberal 
government in respect to trade 
policies, comparing those policies 
with those of the Conservative gov- 
ernment during the Bennett re- 
gime. Year by year, he said, Can- 
ada had been breaking records in 
world trade. With a population of 
only 14 million, the main problem 
is to get rid of surplus products, he 
emphasized, especially agricultural 
products, This has been effectively 
done by trade with other countries.

'. Cause Of Prison Riots. a 


The American Prison 
released a report which terms 
“costly and dramatic symptoms of a faulty 
prison administration.” ‘ 

Noting the “unprecedented number of 
outbursts of mass violence and mutinous be- 
havior” in our prisons in the last three years, 
the report concludes that “. . . the underlying 
cause of poor prison administration stems 
from a lack of public understanding of the 
problems and from a consequent reluctance 
to provide adequate financial support and to 
keep politics out of management.” 

The report’s conclusion is that riots are 
usually the result of neglect of correctional 
and penal institutions; which sometimes 
reaches the proportion of criminal negligence. 
It expresses the opinion that the immediate 
issue which usually causes a prison riot is 
only a symptom of basic faults of policy. 

Because we haven't had any prison riots 
in Alberta, it would seem that perhaps prison 
conditions in this country are a lot better than 
those south of the border. It is generally 
conceded that politics have little or no part in 
the carrying out of Canadian justice. 

However, it should be a warning to us, 
this prison-riot condition that exists in the 
United States, to check up and be sure our 
own house is in order. The modern concept of 
prison life is that it should reform and re- 
habilitate the wrong-doer and not be inflicted 
just as a punishment to make him embittered 
for life. 


Good Business Seen 


Dr. Arthur M. Weimer, dean of the School 
of Business of Indiana University, recently 
told a group of savings and loan officials that 
it now appears that business will continue 
good throughout 1953. 

Dr. Weimer admitted that the economy 
Was now experiencing weak spots here and 
there but he predicted that a high level busi- 
ness activity would continue throughout the 
year. Weimer believes higher interest rates 
on GI and FHA loans have given an impetus 
to home-building and that building this year 
will equal or exceed the volume of 1952. He 
also notes an unsually high rate of personal 
savings in the early months of 1953 and a high 
rate of business spending for equipment and 
new space. 

The Indiana University Schoo! of Business 
dean does not expect business activity to 
move sharply in either direction in the near 
future. He says farmers are being pinched by 
lower prices received and high costs, which 
have not come down proportionately with 

rices received, and that they may continue 
to feel negative results from this squeeze. He 
does not expect the pinch to develop into a de- 
pression, however.

| Heavy Rains Mixed Blessings 


| In the Prairie Provinces the heavy rains 
of late have held up seeding operations, par- 
ticularly in the southern districts.

Stem Rust—Will It Come in 1953? 
All the evidence available at this 
time indicates that stem rust, and 
more particularly Race 15 B of wheat 
stemgust, is not likely to offer a seri- 
ous threat to Western Canadian 
grain crops in 1953. 

Less Rust in the South. So far this 
spring, weather conditions threugh- 
out. the winter - wheat belt pf the 
United States, especially in the 
Lower Mississippi Valley, have. been 


extremely unfavorable for rust de- 
velopment. Latest official reports 
indicate the presence of only a very 


light trace of rust in Texas, where 
wheat stem rust survives the winter 
months. Furthermore, owing to.pro- 
longed drought conditions, wheat 
crops in Texas and Oklahoma are 
patehy, light and developing rapidly. 
Thesé conditions, by preventing any 


serious “build-up"gef rust in’ the 
South this Spring, will greatly. re- 
duce the chances of many © rust 


spores being blown northward into 
Manitoba, and therefore of heavy 
rust damage occurrimg in the Prairie 
Provinces. Predictions are, of 
course, always risky, but the best 
information available certainly sug- 
gests that there will be less damage 
from Race 15 B of stem rust in 
Western Canada this year than in 
1952. 


Some. Precautions, Until @ vari- 


ety of wheat that is resistant to 
Race 15 B of stem rust becomes 
commercially available, probably. in 
1954, western farmers should make 


use of every farm practice that will 
help wheat crops to mature early 
and escape possible rust damage.
